tectives employed by Senator 
Shaw 


traced the woman there 
with 
the 


primary object of obtaining- possess- 
ion of the woman's 11 year old son, 
Eldredge, who was found in an ad- 
joining room. 


The 
dispatches 
state 
that Mrs. 


Shaw, who before her marriage was 
a daughter of H. F. Eldredge and n 
niece of Frank Jones, both of Ports- 
mouth, appeared 
to 
be 
contented 


with her bare 
quarters. 
It 
was 


learned that the funds of the couple 
were so meagre that the woman has 
been spending long hours every day 


l a n d night selling tickets at a dime 


i theatre conducted by Marble. 


Mrs. Sha was in bed when the de- 


tectives forced iheir way into 
the 


room. 
She consented to sign a re- 


lease on her son, but later repented 
of the act and announced that 
she 


would appeal to her 
relatives 
for 


money with which to fight her hus- 
band. 


Both Mrs. Shaw and Marble admit- 


ted their identity. Mrs. Shaw inti- 
mated that her parents knew where 
she had been ever since she left her 
husband a year ago. She stated that 
they came to Santa Barbara several 
months ago and visited the theatre 
which Marble runs. 


The discovery of the couple came 


about through 
the boy, Eldredge, 


who had bfien, his mother says, writ- 
ing regularly to his father, Eldredge.

All was quiet when the chief of 


police, Mr- Shaw's attorney, twfl de: 
tectives and a policeman made theii 
way to the door of the apartment on 
the second floor. After some delay 


• Marble responded to the 
Capping at 


the door and the party filed into the 
apartments. 


Mi's, f h a w at once admitted her 


identity, and when Louis F. Smith, 
Mi'. Shaw:a attorney, presented the 
document releasing the boy she, af- 
ter a little hesitation, signed it. But 
before they had left the room the 
woman indicated a desire to commu- 
nicate with her folks and Mr. Smith 
offered his services in seeing to it 
that a message be immediately des- 
patched to Portsmouth. Mrs. Shaw 
wrote the message while in bed. 


Scrimping the Expenses 


The addition of some words to the 


message caused Marble to manifest 
a penurious disposition. 
The sup- 


plementing of a sentence meant an 
extra cost of about 
?1.50. Digging 


down into a canvas bag. which evi- 
dently contained the receipts of the 
moving picture show on the night 
previous, he growled "If you get an> 
more there won't be enough to pa> 
the ren(." 


In the meantime the boy, who oc- 


cupied a room adjoining, had boon 
awakened. 
While being dressed by 


mother, be was informed 
that 
he 


would have to leave her. He com- 
menced to wp.ep. 
He recognized tho 


butler, and from this he 
evidently 


surmised that a trip back to Boston 
was in prospect. 


''I don't want to go back East." 


he said, as he laid his sobbing head 
on the shoulder of the mother. 


Then the leave taking took place,

It was a brilliaut event and friends 
said they fcvere well mated and it 
would be a happy union.

garding their domestic affairs, until 
societ was startled about two years 
ago by the report that they had sep- 
arated.

PASSING THE RUSSIAN CUSTOMS. 


fnuny Officials and Porter* to Examine 


Baggage—Getting Pauport*. 


The ordeal or the Russian custom* 


can only be described as fearful and 
wonderful — from, any point of view. 
A score of officials and twice, as many 
special porters, writes a correspond- 
ent of the London Evening Standard; 
went systematically 
through 
• every 


piece of luggage, large or, small, of 
every passenger. Three : officials and 
two porters was the average composi- 
tion of the small parties that proceed- 
ed solemnly all around.the great Jail 
on the other side ol the counter on 
which all our luggage was dlspla>ed. 
with us expectant or anxious possei- 
gers before it. 


".Have you anything?" "No, noth- 


ing." Then another official puts It an- 
other way: 
"Have you 
any thing 


new?" 
To which the natural reply- 


was: "Well, what do you think? We 
come straight from London." Froin 
every passenger's luggage sometl- nj{ 
or other was. chosen at random ami 
borne off in triumph to the assessor'3 
table. So far as could be seen every- 
thing was carefully 
-weighed 
and 


handed back to the owner on produc- 
tion .of jmssoprts, without 'charge. 
But the officials certainly earned their 
pay, 
whatever it. might be. if only by 


the exquisite acting of their ungrate- 
ful parts. 
tion of passports, without 
charge, 


lesson in Russian.officialdom. As the 
train. entered the station all doors 
were locked and ,np one was permit- 
ted to descend until a gendarme with 
a couple of satellites had proceeded 
through all the departments and ex- 
tracted a passport from each person. 
These, were being dealt with in a sep- 
arate room while we underwent the 
ordeal of the customs inspection. • 


After about an hour a little ticket

For 
the distributor was a half literate and 
not wholly sober gendarme, ruby nos- 
ed and truculent.^ whose 
struggles 


with Babel of. names—all written oni 
way and pronounced quite, another— 
necessitated the intervention of an of- 
ficer who -made a better hand of it, 
but not much. Finally the. np.n:Ru3- 
sian passports went from hand to 
band till they found the' right own- 
er.

Among the few Russian names-call- 


ed out was the .magic one of ';Count 
Tolstoi," and in Its recipient T recog- 
nized the gentleman who, half 
an 


hour before had helped, a. couple of 
English girls out of trouble with the 
customs. They were evidently "song 
and dance professionals on their, way 
to Moscow for the first time, and had 
.all their stage wardrobe -with them. 
As most of It was silk, .and they 
could not speak a word of. anything 
but English, the customs people-"were 
disposed to make a haul, under the 
Impression, apparent!/ .that they had 
to do with French milliners smug- 
gling trade goods.

Two Brothers Not Barbers. 


Two brothers, manufacturers 
!j> 


trade and utterly unacquainted wit!i 
ihe barberlng business, have choseu 
barber shops as aii Investment tor 
their surplus capital. 
They might 


have put more money into their reg- 
ular, business or Invested In stocks, 
mines or what not, but looking over 
tho business field in New York they 
decided that they could not do better 
than go into bartering. 


The brothers new own nearly a 


dozen shops and employ about sixty 
barbers. Their business at first lay 
in the downtown business district 
only, but not long ago they bought 
the g-ood will of a shop pretty well 
.uptown. 
One of the barbei-a em- 


ployed In the shop would have been 
glad to buy it, but the brothers out- 
bid him. 


Each shop owned by these nou- 


p/ofesslonal, barbers has a manager, 
himself a practical barber, who keeps^ 
an e/e oc the business, and when the 
place Is .crowded, wields razor or 
scissors himself. There Is a geueral 
manager who visits all the shops 
from time to time and keeps an eyi 
upon accounts and receipts. 


Once a week the receipts and 


checks from all the shops are taken 
to the head shop downtown, aud 
there the whole week's business is 
put through a clearing house pro- 
cess. -On Saturday everybody is paid 
off in each shop, and if the receipts 
in hand at any shop are not enough 
for the purpose the deficit is made up 
from the head shop. 
Two days re- 


ceipts are left in .each shop for the 
payment of weekly wages, and this 
is. usually, enough.for the purpose! 


Wholesale barberlng pays pretty 


well because the owner of a dozen 
shops can buy supplies at the lowesL 
prices, and having plenty of capital 
Is able to get favorable rates In build- 
lugs where the shops are situated. 
The dozen shop concern has also 
another advantage over the self-em- 
ploying barber with a single shop. 
The success of the business as a 
whole Is not dependent upon local 
conditions In any one part of the 
city. 


All sorts of things happen to boost 


or depress trade In an individual 
shop, but the whole dozen do not 
suffer at once. It is easy also when 
business slackens in one shop to 
transfer at least one barber from it 
to another, where th'e men are rather 
too busy. 


If shops are near together it ia 


.possible at a'specially, busy hour to 
call a barber from a neighboring 
shop. 
Profits are not great in . any 


one shop, for rents are high and 
the barbers are well paid. The shop 
manager gets better wages than"the 
barbers. 
The business grows In a 


natural and healthy fashion, 
\yheii 


an opportunity occurs to buy out a 
shop In a reglou where the brothers 
have none of their own they cas 
make the purchase without a great 
outlay of capital and without greatly 
Increasing the cost of management. 
They have found It profitable to'add 
a couple of drug stores to their list 
of enterprises.

How They Are Formed—Trees' Curi- 


ous Blunt Roots. 


The cypress knee Is a familiar ob- 


ject in all the lowland forests of the 
South, but there arc thousands of 
Northern people who have never 
seen 
them, 
and there are 
many 


Southern people, too, who have noi 
seen them till they stumbled' over 
thorn some dark night. 
The knee Is 


of solid wood, has no limbs or leaves. 
Is anywhere from 6 Inches to G feel 
in height, and its rounded top and 
flattened sides give it very much tlie 
shape of a human leg bent at the 
knee till thigh anl calf are brought 
together; 
hence 
the 
appropriate 


name of "knee." 


For a number of years I was curi- 


ous as to what part the knees played 
in the life of the cypress tree, writes 
a 
correspondent 
of 
Forest 
and 


Stream, for they are .part of Its sys- 
tem and do not grow independently. 
They were not sprouts, trying to 
grow Into trees, for they never de- 
veloped branches; and the final con- 
clusion was that their only use was 
for people to stumble over. 
How 


and why such useless appendages tu 
the tree were formed was a mystery 
until one day, when drifting down o 
deep channel which had been washed 
' through a cypress swamp, the secret 
was exposed. 


The earth had been washed away 


from the roots of some of the trees, 
and roots In all stages of growth 
were in sight 
Xone of these foots 


was less than 2% Inches thick and 
of uniform size clear to their tips, 
or rather clear to their blunt ends, 
lor there was no tip. 


Nature Intended these roots to 


grow In soft mud, and they were all

the blunt end of a root encountered 
something too hard to push througn 
least resistance, and this was gener- 
illy toward the top of the ground, 
it bent or buckled In the line of 
and the continuing growth of the 
root pushing the bend further up- 
ward made the bend closer, 'nntii 
finally the two arm* of "the bend 
were close together and they grew 
'together, with one sheet of barf en- 
cieslng both.

human point of view, why the ivy 
should be called the plant of BIICIMIUS, 
since uo wine is made from its ber- 
ries. 
Entomologists, however, Ir.svr 


found thai its flowers malic a veriia- 
bie Bacchanalian festival for a num- 
ber of insects. They are wont to sally 
forth at'nigh I with lanterns to cap- 
ture I he intoxicated moms that crcv/u 
around ihi1 greenish blossoms. When 
the willow is in bloom they Gncl , n 
similar scene of dissipation aroy.un 
ils .yellow catkins. 


The tippling insect may be used to 


point a moral by (lie temperance lec- 
turer, says tho l.r-ndon Globe, for 
rum not infrequently leads to its ru- 
in. 
A distinguished entomologist af- 


ter giving a recipe for tiic mixture 
for sugaring trees for moths—which 
Included beer — said: 
"Add some 


Jamaica rum just before using: it is 
the nun which attracts them." After 
sipping this mixture the moths and 
butterflies fall from the tree Intoxi- 
cated. 
If the entomologist is not 


there to capture them by ant! by tney 
recover and get up again ^for another 
dip.
